THE POOD BUPPLY FOR PARIS,

The following s from a Paris letter of the 25th
ult., published in the London Food Journal: —

Bread la at present plentiful and cheap, thanks
to the stock on hand of floir and corn, and the
regulation ¢f the authorities. As to dairy pro-
duce, egigs are worth half a frane sach, and
very diflicult 10 procure; cheess is quite un-
known; milk is almost ag rare: butter—fresh
butter—is worth abount 82, a pound, and a well-
kunown restaurant keeper paid 3201, for 20
pounds Jast weck. The Government has been
able, o some extent, to t-uppl'y the place of but-
ter in cooklog, by means ol carefully refined
suet and fat; but the qoantity is far below the

demand, and the price high. The want
of milk is & Heerious asunoyance. Paris

ordinatily copsumes between 5,000,000 and
6,000,000 litres of milk per day: but eince the
investuent there can scarcely have been a
twentieth part of that quantity produced within
the walls. The scarcity is well shown by the
fact that the price of the small tins of preserved
milk of 1be Anglo-8wiss Company are now
worth, in the shops, more than 5f. each; indead,
a dealer asked me 5. 75¢., and said that he had
ounly three tios left. Vegetables for a time were
necossarily scarce and dear; butsince the eircle
hae been enlarged aronnd us, by pushing back
the enemy on three sides of the town, numbers
of men aud boys have been sent out to gnther
all that they eould fAud, aud the guautity must
have been very large.

Ham, 6s. 84 per Ih: Lyons sausage, 124 a
goure, We.; a fowl, 15s.: a pair of plgeons, 10s.;

10d.; a eablnge, 15d.; n enuliftower, 20d.; a bunch
of carrots, 2s.; a pound of haricots, 45, The
last wholesnle dealing in eges was o fortnight
since, and the price 5001, per 1000; they are
worth nearly donble that price now. When
we approach delicacies the prices are fabulous,
Cholce preserved meats are worth almost any
money. Veal and ham pales, 7. to 950 pales
de foie gras, 451.; a turkey with forcement,
551.; and o on.

The searcity of provisions tells heavily on the
poor, but the Goverviuent I8 doing all in ils
power in the way of assistance. It has placed
copseiderable sums of money and supplies at the
dirporition of the twenty Maires, and has es-
tablished a number of new economic kitenens,
which distribule more than 10,000 portions ¢!
food daily.

TERRIBLE DISASTER IN NEW YORK.

o
Full of a Buliding- Shocking f.oas of Life—
Urimisul Hechiras@ves.

The New York Tribune of thls morning has
the following particulurs of tLe diswster in that
elty, which are io eddition to the facts already
published: —

Thirty-oue days sgo, November 14, Joseph I,
Hale commwenced, at No. 623 West Thirty-filLh
street, the construction of a plano-forie factory
10 be elgbt stories high. 25 foet front, wud 200
fect deep, extending throagh to Thirty-sixth
atreet, e walls were 10 Inches thick &t the
base, and parcowed to 12 Inches for the two
upper stories. The plans and speclfications
were submitted to James M. Macgregor, Bup-r-
intendent of Bulldiogs, and were approved by
bim. Before the walls were hall way up, the
bullder, Bumuel Cochirane, of No, 1 Wast
Fifty-third street, luformed Mr. Hale that, 1o his
judgment, they were entirely lnsdequate Lo sus-

tain the immense welght reating on them. He
recelved for n&lly that it was nope of his bosi-
ness, thet the Buperintendent of Buldings had
approved of the plans snd nmﬂctum. and
l.glillllbal.m required of bim, as bullder,

was 1o go on and construct the factory in accord-
ance with his Instruetions.

The work was carried on rapidly, that the
bailding might be enclosed belore cold weather,
#0 far advanced that the walls were up,
the greater portion of the roof was on, and the
roolers were intending to go on with their job
wenterday.

Boon after the carpenters commenced work |

In the building yesterday morning, they noticed
that it swayed and creaked with every gust of
wind. The high, narrow structure received the
full force of the gale that was blowing from the

! west, there belug no bigh buildings between it

and the North river. The swaying soon becamae
80 violent that the carpenters, in alarm, fled
from Lthe building and refused to go back.

SBoon afer the workmen had left the building,
it was struck by a heavier gusithan before,
and, swaying to the east, the wall on thas side
bulged ontward, and with a erneh, heard blocks
away, the building toppled and fell, crushing
two small bulldings and burying the inmates
beneath the ruine.

One of these side bulldings was a nue-stor(y
backemith shop, owned by George Flynn, His
assistant, James Henson, was engaged in shoe-
ing a horee at the time. Hearlog the eracking
of the large buildimg, Flynn and his assistant
ruthed towards the street, and snceeeded in
gaining the ridewalk
cruched to fragmenis, Hengon received a ge-
vere ¢ut on the head from a fiving brick, bot
Filynn was unburt. The honse in the rear of
the blackemith shop was of brick, two stories
in height, and was occupied by four families,
Matthew Cairna, the proprietor, and his wife
Mary lived on the second floor, together with
John and Ann MeCafterty, and theirchildren,
Robert L., aged 43¢ years, Lizzie 2'¢ vears, and
William ¢ months,

The lower lloor was occupled by Joseph Tlam-
ilton and his wife, and by James and Mary
Rellly and their family. All the women and
children, and Calirns were in the building when
tbe erash came. A fow of those on the lower
floor sneceeded in getting out, The remainder
were buried under the falling buailding,

Among the erowd congregated aronnd the
fallen building yesterday and last evening Lhe
feeling againet Mr, Hale, the owner of the baild-
ing. was very bitter, and threats were f{reely
made that another building belongiog to him
in the neigliborhood would be burned. 8o fear-
ful were some of the owners of the property ad-
jacent that these threats would be earried into
effect, and their premises imperiled, that they
applied to Captain Caffray for aid, and he de-
lai‘ed oftficers to remain in the vieinily of the
threatened building, and prevent any locendiary
attempt.
